SCHOOL REPORT. 


— 


Zo the citizens of Madbury: I have the honor of submitting the 
Jollowing report of the schools of this town, for the past 
year : 


District No. 1.—Herbert Swallow, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Summer term—Miss Nettie M Cook, Teacher. No. of 
scholars, 6; average attendance, 5 4-5; length of school in 
weeks, 9, commencing May.5th and ending July 31st; wages 
of teacher per month, $24. Names of scholars on the Roll of 
Honor, Herbert Jenkins and Charles Jenkins. The appear- 
ance of the school at the commencement was good and gave 
promises of a successful term. Not being notified, I failed to 
visit the school at its close; but I trust, however, there was 
some improvement. 

. Fall term—Belle V. Huckins, teacher. No. of scholars, 7 ; av- 
erage attendance, 6 49-76; length of school in weeks, 8; com- 
mencing Oct. 21st and ending Dec. 19th; wages of teacher per 
month, $27. Miss Huckins manifested a great degree of interest 
in behalf of her school. Nine-tenths of the scholars have made a 
commendable advancement, and others, no doubt, would have 
done well, if they had been sent to school for the purpose of 
obtaining an education. There are people who would fain de- 
stroy the great source of light and heat because they have dis- 
covered a spot on its broad disk, without proposing a substi- 
tute, or without a thought of the untold evil that would result. 
In this same spirit, some of the parents in this district have 
- endeavored to render the school unsuccessful and valueless. 
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Winter term—Mr. Forrest S Smith teacher. No. of schol- 
ars, 7; average attendance, 6 3-10; length of school in weeks, 
8; commencing Jan. 2d and ending Feb. 27th; wages of 
teacher per month, $32. Mr. Smith is well qualified in all re- 
spects as a teacher. The school was in perfect order and the 
scholars made commendable advancement.

District No. 2.—Joseph H Fernald, Prudential Com- 
mittee. Summer term—Miss Emma S. Nealley, teacher. No. 
of scholars, 19; average attendance, 16 19-20; length of 
school in weeks, 10; commencing May t1oth and ending July 
25th ; wages of teacher per month, $28. Names of scholars 
on the Roll of Honor, Sarah F Kelley, Mary F Bickford, 
Etta B Foss, Carrie S$ Foss, Ida S Meserve. ae: 

Fall term—Miss Emma S Nealley, teacher. No. of schol- 
ars, 23; average. attendance, 22 1-2; length of school in 
weeks; 10; commencing Aug. 25th and ending Oct. 31st; 
wages of teacher per month, $28.. Names of scholars on the 
Roll of Honor, Mary S Kelley, Alice A Towle, Sarah S$ Kelley, — 
Fred E Dennett, Charles E Miles. Miss Nealley manifested 
a good degree of industry and fidelity and seemed to have 
gained the general approbation of the parents and good will of 
the scholars. There was life and activity in the school; slug- 
gishness and idleness were banished, and advancement plainly 
written on every countenance. 

Winter term—Frank M Hoitt, teacher. No, of scholars, 
20}; average attendance, 16 3-100; length of school in weeks, 
II; commencing Dec. 8th and closing Feb. 28th: wages of 
teacher per month, $34. Name of scholar on the Roll of 
Honor, Fred E. DeMeritte. Mr. Hoyt had no experience in 
teaching ; but being actuated by an earnest desire to excel, he 
seems to have gained the general approbation of the parents - 
and the good will of the scholars. There was life and activity 
in the school, making it very successful. 


District No. 3.—Albert Varney, Prudential Committee. 
Suminer term—Mr. Samuel Jenness, teacher. No. of scholars, 
12; average attendance, 11 32-43; length of school in weeks, 

8 3-5 ; commencing May roth and ending July 18th; wages 
of teacher per month, $25. Names of scholars on the Roll of 
Honor, Algernon L Robinson, Annie A Varney, Carrie I Rob- 
inson, Elvin K Varney, Arthur L Fernald. Mr. Jenness man- 
ifested a good degree of love for school work, and seems to 
have gained the good will of the scholars. Theschool hasbeen

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Quite prosperous. ‘There has been a commendable advance- 
ment on the part of the scholars. 

Winter term—Miss Emmie E. Mathes, teacher. No. of 
scholars, 13 ; average attendance, 12 6-7; length of school in 
weeks, 9 4-5, commencing Oct. 13th and closing Dec. 20th; 
wages per month, $26. Names of scholars on the Roll of 
Honor, Algernon Robinson, Elvin K Varney, Rosa Emerson, 
Addie Evans. Miss Mathes labored very energetically in be- 
half of her school. She seems to have-gained the good will of 
all the scholars and parents, ‘The schoolhas been very prosper- 
ous and there has been a marked improvement. 


District No. 4.—John B Huckins, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Summer term—Miss Belle V Huckins, teacher. No. of 
scholars, 23 ; average attendance, 21 3-40; length of school in 
weeks, 8; commencing May roth and closing July 11th; 
wages of teacher per month, $24 Names of scholars on the 
Roll of Honor, Ellery M Felker, Mary A Huckins. Miss 
Huckins had had no experience inteaching ; but being actuated 
by an earnest desire to excel, together with diligence and _ per- 
severance, conjoined with-a willingness to receive suggestions 
and act on the same, resulted in gaining the regards of her 
pupils and the sympathy and co-operation of the parents, mak- 
ing the school very successful. 

Winter term—Mr. Henry G Hayes, teacher. No. of 
scholars, 23; average attendance, 20 55-61; length of school 
in weeks, 12 3-5; commencing Nov. 3 and ending Jan. 28th; 
wages of teacher per month, $30. Names of scholars on the 
Roll of Honor, Tobias Cole, Frank Sanders and Esther Young. 
Mr. Hayes, is a graduate of the State Normal School, with excel- 
lent qualifications in point of scholarship, which were supple- 
mented with experimental knowledge in the practical duties of 
a teacher. It continued eleven weeks and was very prosper- 
ous and showed a marked improvement. 

Instruction by ideas rather than words, sometimes has 
greater advantage than prompt recitations. To enlarge rather 
than confine strictly to text-book questions, is very important 
in calling the thoughts of the children to the practical applica- 
tion of knowledge to all things which surround them. 
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GENERAL REMARKS. 


In reviewing the work of the school year, and the general 
character and merits of our schools, I feel justified in speaking 
in general terms of commendation; and, notwithstanding 
there are many individual faults which should not be wholly 
ignored, I am pleased to say that in my opinion, our schools 
in the aggregate during the past year will compare favorably 
with those of other years. As our educational system is the 
result of State laws, it is reasonable that the school in every 
district should accord with the same general laws and plans ; 
and it would be well if they should be in harmony in the prac- 
tical details, so that the same course of study could prevail in 
all. 

To render this feasible it is necessary that there should be 
a uniformity of text-books. That this necessity has been gross- 
ly neglected, was painfully evident to me on my first visit to 
the several schools. There were in use a medley of text books 
selected I, should judge, from those used twenty or thirty years 
ago to those of the latest modern production. Under such cir- 
cumstances, I am extremely surprised that our scholars could 
possibly make any advancement. In some of the schools, the 
teacher could not allow more than ten or twelve minutes to a 
class, the classes were so numerous. 

Multiplicity of text books has been a severe aravebaok to 
a systematic organization and _ steady progress of the public 
schools, and is ‘of great injury to the children, inasmuch as 
it deprives them of valuable time, which, if properly improved, 
might be of more benefit to them than can be estimated. 

This noble system of free public education, the basis of our 
prosperity as a nation of free and intelligent people, should be 
zealously guarded and maintained unimpaired.
